NOVELTY fN^. INVEN TIVE STEP OS): 

Claims 1-28 : The cited art disclose various attempts to hide from view the major portion of an evaporative 
cooler unit. These attempts include modified casings that lay close to the roof or have some portion within the 
roof cavity. None of the cited art discloses or suggests an evaporative cooler that resides within the roof cavity 
- and has an inlet that is parallel and closely adjacent to the external surface of a pitched roof. Hence the claraied 
invention is considered both novel and inventive. 
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
